War on tin* bootleggers was de­ 
clared by Haynes in a speech 
in 
New York in which he denouncer 
as anarchists those persons who air 
and abet the rum sellers and help 
them evade the law. All persons who 
drink illicit liquor may be included 
in this category. 
One of the first skirmishes in the 
new war was the raid on the 
big 
Washington bootlegger ring, result 
ing in wholesale 
arrests 
of men 
and women 
who 
had been selling 
booze almost in the shadow of the 
capitol. Within a few hours of that 
raid, federal agents tried to nu 
the. Polo grounds and round nj) tin 
bootleggers 
suspected 
of 
selling 
booze to fans. They were blocked bx

them on the ground they

— Additional re­ 
ductions of wages o f railroad work­ 
ers, will make a strike certain, a c­ 
cording to rail union heads here to­ 
day. 
The railroad union chiels met here 
to consider the vote of their mem­ 
bers favoring a walkout rather than 
accepting the 12 per cent reduction 
in wages made last July. 
The 
official count of the ballots 
was completed today and was said 
to favor a strike by a large major­ 
ity. 
According to one of the big four 
union leaders, the strike vote was 
not taken with the purpose o f call­ 
ing a walkout as a result of the re­ 
duction o f last July but to forestall 
any further cuts. The union heads 
believed if they fmd a vote of the 
men favoring a strike which would 
be Hashed at any time, the railroad 
executives would go slow’ iii asking 
any further decreases. 
Railroad executives of the coun­ 
try meeting in Chicago the 
latter 
part of this week are expected 
decide to petition the rail road la­ 
bor board for another wage reduc­ 
tion. At the same time they will sug­ 
gest to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission an adjustment downward ol 
freight rates. 


Following announcement that the 
railroad executives would meet Fri­ 
day union leaders 
announced 
they 
would hold up the decision of their 
strike conference until 
after

meeting. 
Several union 
leaders 
believed a strike might he 
put into effect on som e roads but a 
general strike of all railroad work­ 
ers at this time was most improbable 
they stated.

down further, the union heads de­ 
clared that a general railroad strike 
would be the probable answer. 


At the meeting o f the executives 
here Friday, it was understood re­ 
presentatives of shipping organiza­ 
tions and probably o f the 
unions 
would be called in for a general dis­ 
mission 
of freight rate reductions 
and wage cuts. The executives will 
contend that a reduction of freight 
rates depends on additional decrease 
in wages.

ilv from the disease. 
The council 
appealed to a local civic organization 
and the cottage was promptly erect­ 
ed. 


The council receives 
its revenue 
from many sources. In the beginning, 
it was supported almost wholly 
by 
individual contributions, but in more 
recent 
years, 
the 
work 
has 
been 
developed until money comes from 
many sources. 


A fixed amount is received from 
the city each year from a small tax 
levy, an 
insurance company 
pays 
the visiting nurse for visits to its 
policy holders and other money is de­ 
rived from fumigations made by the 
visiting nurse and from vis:M ' 
tients who can afford to pa 
. the 
services of the nurse. The Rushville 
school hoard also pays a stipulated 
sum each year for the work the nurse 
does in the schools conducting phy­ 
sical 
examinations 
and 
guarding 
against the outbreak of disease. 


One of tin* largest sources of re­ 
venue i- the Red Cross Christmas 
Seals, the sale of which last year 
yielded $907.24. The Psi Iota Xi sor­
